hardly  a month  away,  some  steps  should  b« 
taken  immediately  to  improve  traffic  aids  on 
the  Islaod  Highway.  As  it  appears  now  the 
Province  does  not  intend  to  construct  the  new 
twojve-mile  approach  of  the  Island  Highway 
to  Victoria  this  season  action  should  be  taken 
to  lessen  some  of  the  existing  hazards,  par- 
ticularly in  this  lection  where  the  highway  is 
narrow  and  most  likely  to  be  congested. 

As  ^js  b«n  pointed  out  before,  the  pro- 
vision of  turnouts  for  bus-loading  between 
Pour-Mile  Hill  and  Langford  is  essential,  and 
until  these  are  constructed  public  carriers  will 
continue  to  obstruct  the  highway  and  to 
impede  traffic.  This  section  of  the  route  is 
very  nai^ow,  full  of  curves  and  acts  as  gorge 
through  which  traffic  usually  has  to  crawl.

The  Wild  Coast  of  Pembrokeshire 


Pembroke  Castle  was  the  most  Import- 
ant of  the  series  of  fortresses  built  by  the 
warlike  Normans  when  Uiey  Invaded  this 
far  comer  of  Wales  from  the  sea.  driving 
the  native  Welshmen  Into  the  northern 
hills  near  the  Cardigan  border.  The  sur- 
viving walls,  of  enormous  strength,  en- 
close the  former  great  halt,  below  which 
Is  a curloua  cave  In  the  rock.  70  feet  deep 
and  nearly  as  wide,  known  as  Wogan's 
Hole.  'The  casUe  walls  once  encircled  the 
whole  town  until  thelf  destruction  by 
CromweU'i  soldiers  in  the  civil  war. 

If  you  go  due  south  from  Pembroke 
town,  you  reach  a thrilling  stiVtch  of 
coastline  which  vies  with  that  around  61.

lofty  headlands  which  rise  hundreds  of 
(eel  on  either  side  of  the  deep  bay.  Dur- 
ing the  Napoleonic  wars,  French  warships 
staged  a daring  landing  In  Fishguard  Bay.

Always  add  plenty  of  a good  commercial 
fertilizer  to  the  prepared  soil,  to  supply 
all  the  necessary  food  elements  that  might 
otherwise  be  lacking  entirely  or  In  an  In- 


you  ask  them,  because  a properly  pruned 
rckse  bush  makes  a much  better  package 
to  send  through  the  mall 
On  arrival,  whether  you  bring  Ih'* 
bushes  home  or  they  are  sent  to  you  by 
mall,  the  wrappings  should  be  immedi- 
ately removed  and  the  roots  placed  Into 
a bucket  of  water  until  they  are  planted. 
If  It  is  going  to  be  several  days  before  It 
is  convenient  to  set  the  bushes  out  or  If 
the  ground  Is  not  quite  ready,  they  should 
be  “heeled  In"  In  moist  peat  moss  in  any 
spare  garden  spot  for  safety.

the  maintenance  of  records  is  carried  out 
by  horticulture  stiidenta  under  the  super- 
vision of  John  P.  Telr.  agricultural  scien- 
tist with  the  Domitfion  Department  of 
Agriculture,  to  whom  ha.'  been  given  the 
responsibility  of  carrying  ^ut  the  tcsllng 
program^  The  students  are  thiw  able  to 
receive  valuable  training  and  at  the  same 
tune  render  a, great  service  to  the  vege- 
table Industry  in  hi  ron.'tant  search  for 
new  varletlP'  snd  belter  seed. 

This  year,  as  in  the  past,  the  univeriUy 
a*lll  Include  trial  plots  for  the  evaluation 
of  flower  seed.  Testa  will  be  conducted 
mainly  from  the  standpoint  of  merit  and 
purity  The  flower  section  vUl  cantain 
over  200  distinct  samples  and  will  mske 
an  attracllve  display  of  Interest  to  visitors 
as  well  as  to  commercial  seed  men. 

At  the  time  of  the  Dominion  convention 
of  the  Canadian  Seed  Growers’  Aaiocla- 
Uon  to  be  held  at  the  university  toward 
the  end  of  June.  It  U expected  that  one 
Item  of  considerable  Interest  will  be  the 
Inspection  of  the  vegetable  and  flower 
trials.  Dr  A F.  Bar.-is.  professor  and  head 
of  the  Deportment  of  Horticulture,  who 
has  had  the  directing  of  these  trials  since 
Uielr  Inception,  Is  p.sperlally  pleased  that 
certain  of  these  stocks  will  then  be  In  ex- 
cellent condition  for  examination  and 
evaluation  by  groweis  who  may  be  de- 
sirous of  informing  thenisrtves  on  some 
of  the  newer  types  and  strains  dt  flowers 


I"'3R  the  twelfth  eonsccuhve  yeor  the 
University  of  British  Columbia  u co- 
jperuUng  with  the  Dominion  and 
Provincial  Departments  of  Agriculture,  is 
playing  Its  part  In  the  vegetable  seed  pro- 
gram of  Canada.  In  order  to  maintain 
and  Improve  the  high  quality  of  vegetoble 
seeds,  .stringent  tests  are  conducted  across 
Canada  In  accordance  with  the  fleeds  Act. 
Such  lesu  as  purity  and  germination 
analysis  are  carried  on  In  the  various  Do- 
minion laboratories  of  the  Plant  Products 
Division,  but  these  do  not  give  siifflclcnt 
information  Pi  ensure  full  protection  to 
the  public.  Another  test,  the  growing  te.st. 
Is  necp.'sary  to  demonstrate  the  actual 
performance  of  the  seeds  under  normal 
growing  conditions  The  University  of 
Bmish  Columbia  Is  one  of  the  eight  In- 
stitutions across  Canada  conducting  the.se 
field  tests 

MAKE  THREE  TESTS 
This  year  over  three  and  one-half  acres 
will  be  devoted  to  vegetable  seed  testa 
alone.  Three  trials,  merit,  verification  and 
purity,  will  be  undertaken  In  much  the 
same  manner  as  previously.  ' Merll"  te.vU 
are  conducted  to  compare  new  varieties 
with  well-established  varieties  of  vege- 
tables. to  determine  If  the  new  types  hwe 
any  value  for  home  um*.  for  commercial 
growing,  or  for  canning  and  Irrezing. 

' Vertlication"  tesU  serve  lo  prove  with  an 
actual  growing  test  the  claims  of  the  Ca- 
nadian Seed  Growers'  Association  that 
the  seed.'  produced  by  thejr  grower  mem- 
bers Ju.'tlfy  the  high  rating  given  to 
registered  seeds  • PurUy"  tests  of  trade 
samples  are  made  to  determine  the  cor- 
rectness of  the  packet  labelling  of  the  .seed 
which  is  being  offered  for  .'ale 
All  samples  are  numbered  and  coded 
by  Government  ofTInala-so  that  those  con- 
ducting the  flold-t’esU  win  not  be  able  to 
Identify  any  producer's  seed.  This  pre- 
caution removes  any  pos.'iblllty  of  biased 
report.'  and  so  furthers  the  usefulness  of 
such  tests.  All  samples  are  duplicated  In 
35-foot  rows,  the  duplicate  row.  placed  in 
another  part  of  the  testing  grounds,  serv- 
ing as  a check  In  each  case.

be  allotted  at  the  beginning,  enough 
should  be  set  aside  to  pay  for  the  plan 
and  lo  make  a small  start.  Th»  landscape 
plan  L'  vital  because  ft  frequently  shows 
(he  de.'lrabUity  of  changes  in  the  house 
plan  or  perhaps  a few  degrees' difference 
In  orientation  to  gain  the  most  from  a 
flne  tree  or  a lovely  view.  A modest  start 
in  planting  ahould  Include  shade  trees  and 
lawn  If  a few  plants  can  be  purchased 
for  Intimate  plantings  around  the  house, 
the  picture  will  be  well  on  Its  way;  If  the 
work  must  be  spread  over  three  or  four 
years,  the  owner  will  enjoy  seeing  the  pic- 
ture take  shape. 

AVOID  CROWDING 
Good  houses  require  few  plants  close  to 
them,  and  well-designed  plantings  for 
small  areas  can  accommodate  only  a few 
woody  plants.  Herbaceous  perennial  and 
annual  flowTrs  are  Important  In  supplying 
color  and  Interest  in  intimate  garden 
areas  (usually  at  the  back  or  aides  of  the 
house  >.  but  trees  and  shrubs  are  always 
the  vital  parU  of  the  home  landscape. 
Bpeciflc  knowledge  about  the  ultimate  size 
and  habits  of  these  Is  Important,  as  this 
will  save  money  spent  on  unsuitable 


'"T^RECS  and  Ahrub.'  outside  the  house 
are  Just  as  important  as  linen  closets 
and  fumL'hlngs  In.'lde.  The  small 
home  Is  not  complete  nor  Is  the  Invest- 
ment safeguarded  unHl  the  landscape 
blend.'  with  It  to  make  a picture  (hat  Is 
plea.stng  and  desirable.  The  expense  of 
beautifying  the  small  house  lot  need  not 
be  much;  it  averages  from  5 to  10  per  rent 
of  the  cost  of  the  house.  Entering  Into 
this  cost  are  Uie  landscape  plan,  lop  soil 
and  fcrtiliaers,  plant  material.'  and  lawn 
grass  seed  for  their  installation 
Developing  a lot  without  a landscape 
plan  is  apt  to  bring  the  same  unsaUsIac- 
tory  results  as  building  a house  without 
plans.  Home  owners  can  make  their  o»*n 
plans,  but  they  should  never  attempt  to 
without  long  study  of  the  fundamentals 
of  good  landscape  design.  Rather  than 
make  ml.'takes  at  Uie  beginning,  the  home 
builder  should  seek  competent  advice. 

Cardinal  points  In  the  small  horn**  land- 
scape are  (yderllness  and  unity.  If  every 
part  of  the  grounds  and  every  plant  meet 
the.se  simple  requirement'  the  land-scape 
picture  w'Ul  be  harmonious

Beets,  carrots,  beans,  spinach,  lettuce, 
radlsli,  etc.,  can  be  planted  every  other 
week  or  so  right  up  lo  late  June,  and  the 
harvest  wUl  be  spread  accordingly.  Flow- 
ers, too.  can  be  spread  over  several  weeks. 
Some  thing.',  however,  like  grass  seed, 
nursei*y  stock,  garden  peas,  sweet  peas, 
are  best  all  planted  early.  But  bedding 
plants  like  petunias,  slnnlOA,  stocks,  spider 
plants,  tomatoes,  cabbage,  clc  . should  not 
be  set  out  unUl  all  danger  of  frost  is  ov«>r.

Ihr  best  defence  Is 
healthy  growth  and  good  seed.  It  Is  com- 
paraUveiy  easy  to  control  damftge  In  a 
clean.  well-culUvated  garden  of  Imsky 
growth,  but  It  Is  a big  problem  where  the 
plants  are  not  doing  well,  and  where  there 
are  a lot  of  weeds  and  other  nibbUih  to 
protect  and  help  propagate  bugs  fnd  dis- 
eases. 

Fortunately  for  the  garden  enemies 
there  are  cfluits  and  sprays  specially  pre- 
pared deal  with  them.  For  the  bugs 
Uiat  eat  holes  In  the  foliage  use  poison. 
For  those  that  suck  out  the  juices  causing 
the  plant  to  wither  attack  with  a spray 
tliat  wlU  bum.  Disease  usually  hitq  the 
plant  cells  and  causes  withering  or  rot  m 
blackish  spots.  Chemicals  Uke  sulphur 
are  used  In  this  case.  Often  on*  good 
treatment  will  be  enough,  but  with  things 
like  leaf  hopperi  and  potato  bugs  whl^h 
lay  eggs,  two  or  three  siKcesslve  treat- 
ments to  get  the  young  une->  will  be 
needed.

AS  KPIDKMir  COMKS 

The  smallpox  epidemic  worsened  and 
soon  Dr.  Helmcken  ordered  the  family 
to  the  Saunders'  Summer  home  at  Foul 
Bay  then  so  far  out  of  loam.  Smallpox 
TMged  and  so  (rightful  was  It  the*  Saun- 
ders family  remained  at  Foul  Bay  eight 
months.  Oid-tlmerA  still  recall  that  ter- 
rible year—  when  people  were  dying  like 
flies. ' A rov;  of  buildings  were  put  up  on 
the  edge  nf-Bosa  Bay  Cemetery  and  they 
were  known  as  ' the  pest  houses"  There 
the  virllms  were  carried-  and.  when  they 
died  their  bodies  were  taken  Immediately, 
wrapped  in  canvas,  covered  in  lime  and 
buried  within  the  hour 

When  the  Saunders  returned  to  the 
home  on  Uie  hill  it  was  much  bigger  and. 
a.^  Mrs.  Winsby  writes  today,  "at  that  time 
appeared  to  be  fully  as  grand  as  Bucking- 
ham Palace  Mother  especially  loved  the 
greenhouse  opening  ofT  the  dining-room 
Sometime  after  our  return  to  the  new 
home  I remember  us  all  being  lifted,  pro- 
testing. from  our  beds,  to  sit  in  darkness 
on  Henry's  bed  and  watch  the  flames  de- 
siroylng'Thlnatown  as  a sanitary  measure 
The  reflections  lit  up  our  faces  even  that 
lar  away  and  danced  on  the  walls -and 
on  the  wind  came  strange,  high-pitched 
walling."  ^ 

ALWAYS  OPEN  lUil’SE 

Mr  and  Mrs.  Saunders  took  prominent 
parts  in  the  life  of  the  comtnunity  and 
yet  seemed  to  always  have  time  for  "open 
house"  in  the  home  on  the  hill.  Mrs. 
Saunders  was  a leader  In  town  activities, 
though  she  had  six  chlldrne.  One  of  her 
chief  ^eartbreaks  was  the  fact  she  was 
never  able  to  persuade  the  directors  of  the 
orphanage  that  It  was  cruet  to  shingle  the 
orphan  girls'  hair,  to  dress  them  In  pina- 
fores. all  the  same,  and  march  them 
through  the  streets  every  time  they  went 
out  and  sit  them  In  a body  at  church,  so 
that  the  whole  place  said  "there  go  the 
orphans."  Mrs.  Saunders  thought  they 
should  have  curls,  like  other  little  girls, 
and  dr^tes  that  w*ere  different,  one  from 
the  other*  But  she  was  far  ahead  of  her 
time  in  social  welfare  matters,  and  she 
never  got  her  way.  and  many  were  the 
tears  she  shed  because  of  It,  and,  no  doubt, 
many  were  the  warped  personalities  de- 
veloped by  that  humiliating  uniformity 
of  misfortune 

Mr.  Saunders  served  the  city  as  school 
trustee  for  many  years.  Mrs.  Wlnsby  says 
"he  was  largely  instrumental  In  having 
modern  lavatories  Installed  In  the  public 
schools  - disgruntled  ratepayers  dubbed 
the  first  one  at  Girls'  Central  ‘Saunder's 
palace.’ " Mr.  Saunders  for  30  years  was 
people's  warden  In  the  first  81.  John's 
Church— "the  Iron  church."— which  stood 
where  the  Hud^n's  Bay  Company  store  Is 
today,  and  Mrs.  Saunders  was  president 
of  the  ladies’  auxiliary.  As  well  both 
worked  for  the  Protestant  Orphanage. 
Often  the  Saunders  threw  open  their  fine 
gardens  for  parties  In  aid  of  funds  of  both 
institutions. 

Mrs.  Saunders  who  died  after  a carnage 
accident  in  March,  of  1004,  was  married 
very  young— even  for  Uiose  days— in  June, 
of  1874.  Mrs.  Wlnsby  says  " ’the  old  doc- 
tor' told  me  she  was  the  prettiest  girl  In

Mrs.  Wlnsby  recalls  the  family  was  liv- 
ing near  the  harbor  front  In  the  eighties 
when  scsu-let  fever  broke  out.  Dr.  ‘i.  8 
Helmcken  the  well -beloved  "old  doctor" 
of  pioneer  days-  insisted  the  family  im- 
mediately move  to  higher  ground. 

It  was  Dr  Helmcken  who  picked  out  the 
home  on  Pandora  Hill  for  the  Saunders 
f:iinil>.  after  the  t*o  eldest  children  went 
down  with  .scarlet  fever.  'Tlie  doctor  would 
brook  no  delay.  In  his  buggy  he  hur- 
riedly drove.  Mr.  Saunders  to  the  hou.'e 
on  the  bill.  Mis.  Winsby  says  after  a 
lighUilng  survey,  father  wrote  a cheque 
and  Uie  doctor  spi'ang  Into  action.  The 
very  next  aftenvKm  a strange  cavalcade 
wound  up  over  the  rock.s.  the  two  sick 
children  entering  the  front  door  as  the 
late  occupant,  a lone  woman,  left  by  the 
bark  A huge  double  room  on  the  ground 
floor  was  transformed  into  an  infectious 
ward  There  were  two  single  beds  and 
one  big  double  bed.  I was  the  baby  at  the 
time.  Just  learning  to  walk.  You  can 
Imagine  my  indignation  when  1 was  pul 
to  bed  with  my  next  eldest  brother  ’to 
catch  the  fewer  I conunued  to  put  up 
such  a battle  that  after  a few  days  I was 
let  out  of  that  dreadful  room,  with  its  reek 
of  carbolic.  'You’ll  see,’  yelled  the  doctor. 
Just  when  the  others  are  all  over  it,  she'll 
come  down  with  the  fever  and  you'll 
have  to  go  through  quarantine  all  over 
again.'  But  I never  did  catch  it" 

The  Saunders  eslalc  was  more  than  five 
acies.  There  was  a big  back  gate  on  Alfred 
Slmel  mow  Balmoral),  and.  Mrs. 
Wlruby  says,  "then  wood.s,  sandpiU, 
Spring  Ridge  8yd,  my  eldest  brother, 
used  to  disappear  through  that  back  gate 
in  the  direction  of  Cedar  Hill,  appearing 
hours  after  with  grouse  or  pheasant  and, 
on  one  or  two  occaslon.s  deer  In  lower, 
uncultivated  ground,  was  a big  cess  pool.

Mr.  Saunders  brought  a gardener  from 
BoHland  lo  landscape  Uie  estate.  Soon

A MINIATIRE  ZOO 

Mrs.  Winsby  recalls  "at  the  back  of  the 
house  wa't  a targe  shady  tree,  with  circular 
scat,  where  the  horse  was  tied  There  was 
a large  drying  yard,  enclosed  with  Ivy- 
green  lattice— the  family  wash  decently 
hidden  from  the  main  big  lawn— circular 
pigeon  loft  and  flag  staff  on  edge  of  the 
lawn.  Our  animal  pets  were  legion.  We 
had  all  kinds  Besides  Be.'ule.  the  beauti- 
ful black  Oregon  mare,  we  had  a pel  deer, 
two  monkeys,  a parrot,  rabbits,  guinea 
pigs,  a lame  seagull  mother  had  found  at 
Foul  Bay,  and  splinted,  turtles,  canaries, 
goats,  even  a bear  that  father  bought  to 
rescue  it  from  its  cruel  owner.  The  bear 
was  our  one  failure.  After  two  weeks 
mother  put  her  fool  down  and  It  was  shot 
as  mad  We  used  lo  hold  circuses  In  the 
stable  admission,  five  pms.  Always  our 
garden  was  full  of  children. 

"Our  monkeys  frequently  made  a break- 
away.

British  Book  Trade  Upset 
By  Drop-in  Fiction  Sales 

London  tCPi.  — a slump  in  to  sales  are  the  chief  worry  of  pub- 
book  sales  Is  causing  anxiety  Ushlng  houses  opened  during  the 


J ^ book  sales  is  causing  anxiety 

to  London  publishers,  par- 
ticularly those  who  deal  chiefly  In 
works  of  fiction. 

Many  say  the  slump  Is  due  to  the 
gradual  return  to  the  market  of  es- 
sential things  for  the  home.  As 
one  publisher  put  It; 

"When  families  can  buy  a new 
radio  for  which  they  have  waited 
years,  they  are  not  so  willing  to 
spend  between  8 and  10  shillings 
on  a novel -especially  If  they  do 
not  know  the  author.  They  go  to 
the  second-hand  bo«ik  stores  In- 
stead ’’ 

Established  novelists,  he  added, 
were  not  so  much  affected  by  the 
slump,  but  they,  too.  have  Huffered 
from  falling  sales  during  the  last 
six  months 

Rising  costs  of  paper  in  relation 


to  sales  are  the  chief  worry  of  pub- 
lishing houses  opened  during  the 
wartime  book  boom.  Houses  estab- 
lished before  the  war  get  their 
paper  quotas  from  the  Government 
at  controlled  prices,  but  the  newer 
Arms  have  to  buy  paper  in  the  free 
market.  Often  this  costs  them  M 
per  cent  more. 

“During  the  boom,  ' said  one.  "a 
book  printed  as  a book  sold  and  the 
price  of  the  paper  mattered  liUle 
Now  It  is  a different  story.  The 
decline  in  sales  makes  publLshing 
expensive  gamble  for  newcom- 
ers ■■ 

Book-^ellers  are  no  less  concerned 
over  falling  sales.  They  say  good 
general  literature  sUll  sells,  but  Ac- 
tion is  being  left  on  their  shelves. 
The  average  novel  today  cosU  8s  6d 
'll  70*  or  10s  6d  Many  booksellers 
consider  a reduction  of  one  shilling 
would  be  valuable  to  the  trade.

hem Land,  North  Australia,  to 
probe  the  mysteries  of  the  Austra- 
lian aborigines  in  their  natural  sur- 
roundings. are  to  be  guided  by 
experienced  "bushmen"  of  the 
Northern  Territory. 

A number  of  these  men  have  been 
enlisted  by  the  Native  Affairs  De- 
partment to  act  as  guides  for  the 
expedition.  They  know  as  much  of 
the  land  as  any  white  man,  and  are 
respected— and  in  some  cases  feared 
— by  Uje  natives. 

The  expedition  Is  sponsored  by 
the  Smithsonian  Institution  at 
Washington,  the  United  States  Na- 
Uonol  Geographic  Society  and  the 
Australian  Government.  Charles  P 
Mountford,  of  the  Adelaide  Mu- 
seum, Is  leading  the  expedition 
Mountfofd  has  e.stubllalied  a 
transit  camp  eight  miles  from  Dar- 
win, and  the  first  ba.se  will  be  set 
up  on  Oroole  Eylandt.  In  Ltie  Gulf 
of  Carpentaria.  Journeys  from  this 
base  will  be  guided  by  Fred  Grey, 
a former  trepang  fisherman,  who 
has  lived  many  years  in  the  area  and 
knows  Uie  native  dialects  well. 

In  1934  he  helped  stop  a minor 
war  between  the  natives  and  while 
men  when  he  persuaded  the  notori- 
ous Caiedan  Bay  tribesmen  to  meet 
the  white  men  for  a peace  confer- 
ence.

fN  1944,  the  Commliiee  on  Higher 
Education  In  the  West  Indies, 
under  the  chairmanship  of  Sir 
Jaiaet  Irvine,  recommended  the 
establl.shment  of  a University  of 
W>st  Indies  to  be  situated  In 
Jamaica.  Their  recommendation 
was  adopted  by  the  Government  of 
the  United  Kingdom,  and  towards 
the  end  of  1948  the  first  principal 
of  Uie  University  College  of  tlie 
West  Indies  was  appointed. 

A site  of  approximately  673  acres 
of  land  has  been  provided  free  of 
cost  by  the  Government  of  Jamaica 
and  the  sum  of  one  and  one-half 
mllilon  pounds  has  been  made 
available  by  the  Oovernment'bf  the 
United  Kingdom,  out  of  the  alloca- 
tion for  Higher  Educatlim  In  the 
Colonies  under  the  Colonial  Devel- 
opment and  Welfare  Act,  to  meet 
the  capital  cost  of  buildings  and 
equipment.

Deputy-leader  Dr.  Frank  Setzler, 
chief  curator  of  the  department  of 
antliropulogy  at  the  United  States 
National  Museum,  hopes  to  estab- 
lish the  “time  sequence"  of  the  na- 
tives.

Lighting  Britain’s  Railway  Y ards 


WORK  on  railways  never 
seems  to  come  to  an  end, 
and,  of  course,  it  Is  very  Im- 
portant in  Britain  at  the  present 
time  that  everything  should  be 
done  to  keep  trains  running  as 
much  as  po&tibl*.  There  is  a short- 
age of  railway  wagons  In  this  coun- 
try. and.  as  goods  wagons  are  im- 
portant In  the  Industrial  life  of  the 
nation,  it  Is  mure  necessary  than 
ever  that  wqfk  with  the  present 
wagons  should  go  on  during  the 
night  a.1  well  as  during  the  day. 

If  this  work  Is  to  carry  on  prop- 
erly. the  areas  on  the  railways 
known  as  railway  yards,  which  are 
usually  open,  have  to  be  lighted  at 
night.  Usually, . they  have  rows 
and  rows  of  lamp.v.  Just  like  street 
lighting,  but  It  Is  not  a very  happy 
way  of  lighting- -for  a number  of 
reasons. 

There  Is  the  fact  that  this  kind 
of  lighting  Is  not  bright  enough, 
and  then  there  Is  the  problem  of 
shadows.  A lighting  engineer  on 
British  railways  has  decided  to  try 
to  do  away  with  the  separate  lights, 
and  to  try  out  one  great  light  cov- 
ering the  whole  of  one  of  these 
railway  yards  Some  allerapl*  on 
these  lines  have  been  made  In  the 
United  States,  It  Is  true,  but  some 
of  the  latest  British  ideas  break 
new  ground. 

It  was  the  air  raids  on  London 
which  gave  birth  to  the  new  Idea 
in  this  country  The  Idea  was.  In 
fact,  fhe  outcome  of  German  air- 
craft dropping  flares,  which  llghtod 
everything  up  almost  as  though  It 
were  daylight.  As  soon  as  the  war 
was  over,  UiU  British  engineer  ob- 
tained help  from  the  Royal  Air 
Force,  which  gave  him  a barrage 
balloon,  and  on  this  he  kept  up  hts 
first  experimental  light.  Soon,  en-

giueers  were  hanging  all  types  of 
powerful  llghtmg  unit*  from  their 
balloon,  and  pulling  U up  and  down 
to  measure  the  eSacts  at  diffe-eju 
heights 

TESTS  ON  TOltLK 

These  engineers  have  taken 
things  a stage  further  At  one  of 
Uie  big  railway  yards  near  London 
they  have  built  a steel  tower,  and 
have  fixed  to  the  top  of  this  a 
whole  series  of  lights  to  see  what 
they  will  do:  this  new  system,  they 
say.  works  well,  and  gives  off  a 
llKhting  effect,  which  is  noa*  jiamed 
double  moonlight. 

At  first,  u sounds  as  though 
there  Is  not. very  much  in  all  this; 
anyone  can  hang  up  a bright  light. 
It  is  true  anyone  can  hang  up  a 
bright  light,  but  the  real  problem 
comes  up  only  when  attempt*  are 
made  to  achieve  the  beat  effects 
from  a light  using  as  little  electric 
current  os  possible  This  demands 
flrst-class  technical  research.  And 
herw  Is  another  example  of  the 


problems  which  come  about;  if 
mercury-vapur  installation  Is  used 
in  the  lighting,  this,  in  fuggy 
weather,  will  give  a greenish  effect 
— and,  of  course,  this  might  b* 
taken  by  the  driver  of  a train  tor 
a signal 

Those  who  wurk  on  the  railways, 
especially  In  the  goods  yards,  be- 
lieve that  this  new  sy.slem  of  light- 
ing Is  very  Imporunt  -and  for  the 
following  rea.sons  The  lighting  Is 
brighter  than  the  old.  street-light- 
ing system;  it  is  less  dlflicult  for 
the  eye.s  ax  it  comes  from  above, 
Just  like  sunlight  or  moonlight; 
and  U doe.s  not  dazzle  Then,  of 
course,  there  is  the  special  point 
about  this  new  lighting  that  it  gets 
right  down  between  the  tnickx  and 
the  carriages,  and  there  are  no 
shadows. 

The  engineers  believe  they  aie 
working  on  the  right  lines  with 
double  - moonlight  lighting,  and 
now  they  are  experimenting  with 
a lamp  which,  during  U»e  a-ar,  rev- 
olutlonlred  the  photography  of 
high-speed  bodies

Rain  Tests  Arouse  Interest 


SYDNEY  - -Results  from  Austra- 
lian expertmeota  in  'raln- 
maklng"  are  generally  re- 
garded to  be  more  significant  than 
those  achieved  elsewhere  In  the 
world,  according  to  chief  of  the 
radio  physics  division  of  the  Aus- 
tralian Council  for  Sclentlflc  and 
Industrial  Research.  Dr.  E O. 
Brown.  Dr.  Brown  said  that  he 
woA  cautiously  hopeful  that  raln- 
making  would  be  successfully  de- 
veloped by  the  artificial  stimula- 
tion of  Clouds.  Experiments  had 


been  made  with  eight  different 
types  of  clouds.  The  most  surress- 
ful  experiment  occurred  almost  12 
months  ago  when  300  pounds  of 
dry  ice.  dropped  from  an  aircraft 
Into  a cloud,  produced  a rain  pillar 
covering  30  square  miles  In  45  iflln- 
utes.  Latest  experiment*  will  In- 
volve the  use  of  a liquid  substitute 
for  dry  Ice.  The  plane,  to  be  spe- 
cially fitted,  will  carry  several  hun- 
dred gallons  of  the  substitute 
which  will  bC  sprayed  on  selected 
clouds.
